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I met HARA, President of the Privy Council, to consult 
with him about a Senior Statcsments conference. I saw the 
Emperor from 11:15 ..m. to 11:45 a.m. He said thet as for 
the future outlook of the Japancse-American talks it was 
feared to our regret that the worst might come to the worst. 
Under these circurnstances, our final decisions as to the war 
should be carried into practice after another Senior Stetes- 
men's conference which should be convened to have broader and 
-more complete Ciscussicons on the matter. The Emperor also 
said that he wanted to tell his idea to Premier TOJO. 


I answered as follows: ‘tas we are going to decide on 
the final course of a grave action which can never be undone, 
Your Majesty had better freely put any guestions and express 
your opinions, sc that we may not rue tho day when we were 
tempted to do such a thing."
